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Gang targeted vulnerable disabled man in his flat 


BULLIES LOCKED UP 
FOR HOME ORDEAL

THREE bullies who humiliat¬ 
ed and imprisoned a disabled 
man when they took over his 
flat have been locked up for a 
combined total of 22 years. 

Nicholas Cutler, aged 44, and his 
son James Cutler, 19, both of Nash 
Walk, Smethwick, and Anthony 
Knowles, 18, of no fixed address, are 
behind bars for their part in the at¬ 
tack which saw the victim have paint 
thrown over him, stamped on and hit 
with an iron bar in the Oldbury flat. 

All three were found guilty of false imprison¬ 
ment after trial. A youth, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, was found not guilty of the 
same charge. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard how the 
three plied the victim with booze to gain entry 
to his property, before subjecting him to a two- 
day ordeal from February 2 to 4. 

James Cutler filmed on his phone the mo¬ 
ment police forced their way in to rescue the 
victim, as well as the paint attack. 

He also threw the victim on the sofa several 
times, and hit him with an iron bike fork. Abuse 
inflicted by Knowles included throwing the vic¬ 
tim on the sofa and stamping on his ankle. 

Destroyed 

Nicholas Cutler ordered the youth who was 
acquitted to throw the paint at the victim, 
drenching him from head to toe. Prosecutor 
Steven Bailey said: “He is very nervous about 
going out, he’s taking taxis everywhere, even 
just to the local shop. 

“A lot of his property was completely de¬ 
stroyed. He feels degraded and violated.” 

Judge Marcus Tregilgas-Davey said: “He is 
a vulnerable person by reason of his cognitive 
impairment and physical fragility. He uses 
walking sticks to get around. The state of his 
vulnerability was well known by all of you. He 
was moved from his previous address because 
people would regularly go to his flat, eat his 
food and make themselves at home against his 
wishes. You followed him to his new address. 

“You gained access to his flat by plying 
him with alcohol. You came and went as you 
pleased. His fridge was empty and most of his 
property was destroyed. You made him sleep on 
the sofa while you slept in his bed.” 

Nicholas Cutler was jailed for eight years, 
while Knowles and James Cutler were sen¬ 
tenced to seven years each in a Young Offend¬ 
ers Institute. 

They were all handed restraining orders to 
keep them away from the victim indefinitely. 


PROUD PAUL SHOWS OFF HIS PUMPKIN PROWESS

HALLOWEEN may be just over a month 
away but one expert pumpkin grower from 
the Black Country has wasted no time in 
growing his huge batch. 

Paul Singh grows his crop of around 30 in 
the run up to the spooky season every year - 
with his neighbours always keen to see them. 

The 66-year-old said he planted the au¬ 
tumnal vegetables at his allotment in Stony 
Lane, Smethwick, back in March and they 
took just over six months to grow. Mr Singh, 
from White Road, Smethwick, said: “I have 
been growing the pumpkins for around 40 


years and it has always been a keen hobby 
of mine attracting a lot of attention from the 
community. I first started growing them in 
my garden but then I had two allotments so 
started doing it there. 

“After the season I hand them out to fam¬ 
ily, friends and neighbours who are always 
keen to see how they are growing. Neigh¬ 
bours even come and knock the door around 
this time of year as they can’t wait to see how 
many I’ve got,” said the 66-year-old. 

Mr Singh’s pumpkins weigh in at a hefty 
25 kilos each - more than double the average. 


He visits his allotment every day from 
Monday to Saturday to tend to the batch. He 
added: “I grow all kinds of things at the al¬ 
lotment including onions, cucumbers, lettuce, 
spinach and parsnips. I prefer to grow natu¬ 
ral, organic produce. 

“I planted the pumpkins around March 
and they took around six months to grow to 
the size they are now. I do not do anything in 
particular to grow them to this size but I do 
believe it depends on how much seed I use.” 

After October Mr Singh donates some to a 
nearby temple to be used for pumpkin soup.

Former college site 
hit by another blaze 

FLAMES ripped through a former college 
building for the fourth time in just over a 
year. Up to 20 firefighters were called into 
action after being alerted to the blaze in 
Crocketts Lane, Smethwick, on Saturday 
evening. 

The building was once part of Sandwell 
College but closed when college courses 
were centralised by the opening of a £77m 
campus in West Bromwich in 2012. 

West Midlands Fire Service were called 
around 10pm and were at the scene in less 
than five minutes. The fire had taken hold 
in the building’s upper floor but was con¬ 
tained by firefighters. 
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Emaciated dog left abandoned in wood

AN emaciated dog was left abandoned 
in a wood, tied to a tree with just a buck¬ 
et of water left next to him, the RSPCA 
has revealed. 

The brindle Staffordshire bull terri¬ 
er-type dog, who has now been named 
Abe, was found by a dog-walker in War- 
ley Woods in a ‘terrible condition’. Abe, 
who is thought to be around three, is 
now the care of the RSPCA, who said he 
had been subject to ‘chronic neglect’. 

RSPCA inspector Mike Scargill said: 
“The man who found Abe sensibly took 
him to a vet, who found he was severely 
emaciated and with pressure sores on 


his paws. The vet said Abe had been sub¬ 
jected to chronic neglect, leaving him in 
a terrible condition. 

“Despite what he has been through, 
Abe is very friendly and he has already 
gained a lot of fans at the centre where 
he is being cared for. It is so sad that 
someone led Abe to a spot within the 
woods, tied him to a tree, plonked a 
bucket of water next to him then just 
walked away. 

“This would have left Abe very dis¬ 
tressed. We don’t know for sure how 
long he was left there for.. I am so grate¬ 
ful to the man who found Abe and took 


him immediately to the vets. There are 
so many kind animal-lovers out there 
who would not have been able to turn a 
blind eye to Abe’s plight.” 

The RSPCA said Abe had not been 
micro-chipped and asked the public 
to come forward with information on 
where he came from. 

Anyone with information can call 
0300 123 8018 in confidence, and leave a 
message for Mr Scargill. 

The RSPCA said Abe was not availa¬ 
ble for rehoming while the investigation 
continued, but he could be available 
soon. 



TOM Watson has received an 
apology from Jeremy Corbyn’s 
campaign team after he was ac¬ 
cused undermining the Labour 
leader on a ‘hit-list’ of party re¬ 
bels. 

The West Bromwich East MP was 
among 13 Labour politicians - includ¬ 
ing Dudley North MP Ian Austin - to 
be singled out by Mr Corbyn’s team 
for allegedly undermining him. 

Labour’s deputy leader is highlighted 
on the list for calling grassroots campaign 
group Momentum ‘a bit of a rabble’ in De¬ 
cember last year. 

Mr Corbyn has defended the accuracy of 
the information in the release, although 
his team issues a statement saying it had 
been sent out ‘by mistake’ by a junior staff 
member. 

Shadow chancellor John McDonnell’s 
media adviser, James Mills, subsequently 
issued an apology to Mr Watson. 

A spokesman for Mr Watson said: “Tom 
Watson has received an apology from James 
Mills on behalf of the junior press officer in 
Corbyn’s campaign team.” Mr Watson said 
he had thanked Mr Mills for the apology 
and added: “We all make mistakes.” 

Debate 

The list also included Dudley North MP 
Ian Austin, who told the Labour leader to 
‘shut up’ and shouted ‘you’re a disgrace’ 
during a Commons debate on the Chilcot 
inquiry in July. He accused Mr Corbyn of 
hypocrisy, saying: “Members won’t under¬ 
stand how Jeremy can call for unity, but 
then issue a hit-list of MPs that includes 
our deputy leader.” 

Mr Corbyn’s leadership opponent Owen 
Smith, who is highlighted for being the 
‘real disunity candidate’, who has failed to 
address his supporters’ abuse of Mr Cor¬ 
byn. 

Mr Watson and Mr Corbyn have been at 
loggerheads since Hilary Benn was sacked 
from the shadow cabinet in the hours after 
the EU referendum, in a move that saw 
him forced to dash back from the Glaston¬ 
bury festival. 

As the row over the Labour leadership 
deepened, he spent weeks unsuccessfully 
attempting to persuade Mr Corbyn to re¬ 
sign in a bid to avoid a party split. 


M5 traffic hit after car and lorry collide

A WOMAN was taken to hospital 
after a crash involving a car and 
lorry on the M5 which partially 
shut the motorway on Monday. 

The front of the car was wrecked 
in the smash which took emergency 
services and highways crews more 
than two hours to clear. The crash 
happened northbound between 
junction three for Halesowen 
and two for Oldbury at around 
10.21am. 

Emergency services were forced 
to shut all three lanes northbound

in the aftermath of the collision. 

Fire crews from Oldbury, Haden 
Cross and Woodgate Valley fire sta¬ 
tions arrived at the scene alongside 
police and paramedics. 

A woman, aged in her 20s, was 
treated at the scene for head and 
hand injuries. She was taken to 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital, in Bir¬ 
mingham, for further treatment. 

West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice spokesman Murray McGregor 
said: “The woman suffered minor 
injuries.” Queues of traffic formed 


immediately following the crash 
leading back towards junction 
three and four for Lydiate Ash, 
near Bromsgrove. 

Oldbury fire crews tweeted pic¬ 
tures showing the damage to the 
car following the crash. 

The front end of the car was 
ripped off by the force of the im¬ 
pact with the bonnet bent upwards 
towards the windscreen. Highways 
England officials worked with po¬ 
lice to first reopen one lane to traf¬ 
fic. 


Health boss 
hits out at 
criticism 
on hospital 

A HEALTH boss has hit back at criti¬ 
cism of Sandwell’s new multi-million 
pound super hospital and said he is 
confident it will be ready to deliver im¬ 
proved care services when it opens in 
two years’ time. 

A damning report earlier this year 
claimed there would need to be more 
investment into social care for when 
the £350 million Midland Metropolitan 
Hospital launches in 2018, as the new 
unit will seek to place a greater focus on 
urgent care. 

But Andy Williams, a senior member 
of the Sandwell Clinical Commissioning 
Group (COG), which is responsible for 
planning and commissioning health ser¬ 
vices, insisted chiefs have plans in place 
for the future. 

John Lister, a former consultant with 
30 years’ experience in the NHS, de¬ 
livered his review of the new hospital 
earlier this year. As well as his concerns 
over social care, he also criticised the 
scale and location of the site. 

The Sandwell and West Birmingham 
NHS Trust will run the Midland Met¬ 
ropolitan Hospital, which is under con¬ 
struction in Grove Lane, Smethwick. 

Mr Williams, the CCG’s accountable 
director, said: “They have been invest¬ 
ing for a long period of time and the 
trust itself is a major provider of many of 
the services. It (the report) was what it 
was. Partners have been working on this 
for a long time. The report wasn’t tested 
on us and we disagree with some of its 
conclusions. I think we are on course 
and we are ready.”

A BRAND new festival takes place 
across Birmingham over the weekend - 
the B-SIDE Hip Hop Festival. 

The three-day free celebration of all 
things hip hop is programmed by local 
hip hop artists ‘Marso’ Riviere, Juice 
Aleem, Dance Nuvo and Break Mission, 
and produced by Birmingham Hippo¬ 
drome and The Old Rep. 

It starts tomorrow, through to Sun¬ 
day, and will feature a range of outdoor 
performances, sci-fi film, spoken word, 
talks and global graffiti artists including 
Tizer and Zooki. Mickael ‘Marso’ Riv¬ 
iere, independent choreographer said: 
“Birmingham’s leading exponents of 
Hip Hop are coming together to deliver 
a rich and diverse line up.”

£20h over 
mice faeces 

A SMETHWICK supermarket has 
been ordered to pay more than 
£20,000 in fines and costs after en¬ 
vironmental health officers closed it 
down because of mice infestation. 

The Masala Bazaar, in Cape Hill 
Retail Centre, appeared at Dudley 
Magistrates’ Court on September 12 
charged with failing to protect food 
from mice and their faeces and for 
failing to control mouse activity on 
its premises. The company, based in 
Whitchurch, Cardiff, pleaded guilty 
and was fined £3,150 on each charge 
and ordered to pay costs of £13,919.89 
-atotal of £20,219.89. 

Mark Jackson, prosecuting on be¬ 
half of Sandwell Council, explained 
that evidence of mouse activity was 
found in March 2015 within the prem¬ 
ises and the company closed voluntar¬ 
ily for five days. 

The company was told in court it 
got a higher fine than it would oth¬ 
erwise have received because the ev¬ 
idence in this case was overwhelming 
and the company could, and should, 
have entered its guilty pleas at a 
much earlier stage in the proceedings. 

Councillor Preet Gill, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for public health and protection, 
said: “The judge was very clear - try¬ 
ing to avoid responsibility for your ac¬ 
tions will only cost more if a case has 
to be contested in court.” 

A spokesman from Masala Bazaar 
Limited, said: “Masala Bazaar is a 
responsible retailer and takes food 
safety incredibly seriously. Before this 
issue, our store held a five star food 
hygiene rating.”

Pin's praise for Brum's £907m HS2 plan

ALMOST £1 billion is to be spent in 
Birmingham putting it on the right 
track for HS2, creating thousands 
of jobs and new homes, under new 
plans, which have the backing of the 
Prime Minister. 

The city has unveiled a major rede¬ 
velopment of 250 acres of land around 
the proposed HS2 Curzon Street Sta¬ 
tion in the first major spending com¬ 
mitment in the UK preparing for the 
high speed railway. 

Led by the Greater Birmingham 
and Solihull Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership - made up of council chiefs 


and business leaders - and the city 
council, the 30-year strategy will see 
4,000 new homes built, along with 
nearly 6.5 million sq ft of commercial 
space, and create 36,000 new jobs. 

The plan has been immediately 
backed by the Prime Minister. The¬ 
resa May said: “I’m delighted that 
Greater Birmingham is making this 
investment in the future, working to 
maximise the potential of HS2 by in¬ 
vesting in jobs and housing - and en¬ 
couraging more business investment. 

“It was in Birmingham where I 
outlined my plan to build an economy 


that works for all, with a proper in¬ 
dustrial strategy that delivers pros¬ 
perity, job creation and higher wages 
across the country, not just in Lon¬ 
don. 

“That’s what the Curzon Invest¬ 
ment Plan aims to do in Greater 
Birmingham, and my Government is 
right behind them.” 

Plans include the development of 
Curzon Street Station itself, several 
new neighbourhoods, offices and re¬ 
tail spaces as well as the creation 
of public spaces such as the Curzon 
Promenade and Curzon Square. 


New DNA test narrows 
odds in murder case 


A NEW DNA method was used 
for the first time in a murder 
case to catch a prolific burglar, 
showing the extraordinary odds 
that linked him to the killing. 

Ronald Smith was stabbed 20 
times in a ‘fast, lethal attack,’ a 
court heard. 

On Monday, prolific burglar Paul 
Cooke, aged 35, admitted murder on what 
should have been the first day of his trial. 

Police have since revealed how new sci¬ 
ence had revealed the extraordinary odds 
that Cooke was not the killer. 

Forensics experts found cellular mate¬ 
rial, believed to be skin cells, underneath 
Mr Smith’s fingernails at his home in 
Cottage Walk, West Bromwich. 

The sample was found to come from 
the DNA of three people, including the 
victim himself. West Midlands Police re¬ 
vealed they used a technique called LiRA 
to show the chances of Cooke’s DNA not 
making up part of the profile were around 
a billion to one. 

Understand 

Det Insp Ian Iliffe said: “We believe it’s 
the first time LiRA (likelihood ratios) has 
been used to help convict a murderer... 
it has previously been used in sexual of¬ 
fences to trap rapists. 

“The technique helps us better under¬ 
stand the strength of evidence in cases 
involving complex DNA samples. Before 
we would only have been able to say ‘we 
believe Cooke’s DNA was present’ but not 
quantify the statistical likelihood. 

“But here we could show that the 
chance of Cooke’s DNA not forming part 
of the mixed profile was around a billion 
to one. And in the face of such damning 
DNA evidence he chose to change his plea 
and admit the killing at the last minute.” 

Revealing more about the case, Mr Iliffe 
added: “Mr Smith was a private man.. .he 
suffered a burglary in 2014 when a sizea¬ 
ble sum of cash was stolen. Cooke would 
have known that and he went to his home 
with the intention to search the house for 
money. 

The day after the murder, he went on a 
clothes shopping spree and gave cash to a 
family member after boasting he’d “done 
a yard” - slang for committing a burglary. 



Residents 
stumped by 
tree tussle

RESIDENTS in a Wednesbury 
street say they are fed up with 
a massive tree which they say is 
causing problems for their prop¬ 
erties. 

People living in Old Park Road 
have been forced to buy gutter 
guards because of leaves and twigs 
which have been falling onto their 
homes. They have called for it to 
be cut back rather than it be given 
the chop completely. 

Council bosses said pruning 
work will be carried out at the end 
of the work but have ruled out 
major surgery on the offending 
tree as it has not been deemed to 
be posing a danger. 

Walsall Council, which is re¬ 
sponsible for the tree, also said 
it could not be blamed for leaves 
and twigs in gutters. However, 
Wednesbury councillor Elaine 
Costigan agreed with residents 
that some work was needed. 

She said: “I have been down 
there and it is horrendous. The 
residents have been constantly 
banging the drum about this..” 

But environment boss Chris 
Jones said: “This tree is not dan¬ 
gerous. It was surveyed in June 
2014 and again in January of this 
year, when a decision was made to 
undertake an urban prune. 

“An urban prune is where 
any dead wood is removed and 
branches are pruned back. This 
work was already scheduled to 
take place at the end of Septem¬ 
ber. Pruning is not undertaken 
to attempt to reduce the fall of 
leaves, seeds or fruit.”

AS the row over grammar schools rag¬ 
es on, it occurs to me that the five Rho¬ 
des Boys - I was the second of five sons 
- must have been a rare thing among the 
education statistics. All five of us passed 
the 11 -plus to grammar school but not one 
of us went to university. 

I DON’T recall the 11-plus being particu¬ 
larly difficult, even if some of the questions 
were bonkers. I remember one test paper 
where you had to fill in the missing word: 
“In the park we throw c—s for the birds.” 
The correct answer was “crumbs” but half 
of us put “crusts”. We argued that crumbs 
are far too light to be thrown and this paper 
had obviously been written by someone 
who never fed the birds. In the face of a 
revolt, the teacher backed down and gave 
us the marks. 

I TAKE issue, too, with one of the many 
questions from original 11-plus papers 
now being reprinted in the newspapers: 
“How many thirds are there in nine?” The 
“correct” answer is 27 and I can see why. 
But if you take the view that everything, 
from a sack of coal to a 1,000-metre race, 
is made up of three thirds then there are 
three thirds in nine, each third being three. 
I may have passed my 11-plus but I man¬ 
aged to fail maths O-level three times. 


MONDAY: David Cameron stands down 
as an MP, saying he does not want to be a 
“distraction” to MP Theresa May.

THE West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner has suggested 
it would be impractical for Muslim 
women police officers to wear a bur- 
ka on the beat. 

David Jamieson said the burka 
was ‘probably not the best form of 
uniform’ for bobbies and called for 
‘an outbreak of common sense’ over 
the issue. It comes after the force’s 
chief constable David Thompson 


prompted international debate after 
he told the Express & Star that WMP 
would consider allowing officers to 
wear full face veils if such a request 
was made. 

Staffordshire Police has become 
the latest force to say it would look at 
the possibility of allowing applicants 
or current employees to wear the the 
Islamic robes, which cover the body 
from head to toe. Asked if he would

be happy to see a WPc in the West 
Midlands wearing a full face veil, Mr 
Jamieson said: “For operational effi¬ 
ciency, if an officer had to handcuff 
somebody, or wrestle them to the 
ground, I think any sensible person 
would think that a burka was prob¬ 
ably not the best form of uniform.”

Hospital trust pays 
out £l4m over errors

THE trust which runs Sand- 
well Hospital paid out £14.4 
million to compensate for 
mistakes in the last finan¬ 
cial year - up more than 
£9m on the year before. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham NHS Trust made the pay¬ 
ments, which include damages 
as well as legal costs, in 2015/16. 

This was a rise by £9.5m from 
2014/15 when they paid out £4.9m. 

But bosses of SWB Trust put the 
sharp rise down to clinical negli¬ 
gence claims from previous years 
which had only recently been set¬ 
tled. 

Trust spokesman Vanya Rogers 
said: “It doesn’t mean a rash of 
bad care, it was a year when a lot of 
claims were settled.” 

Director of Governance Kam 
Dhami said the health organisation 
‘regretted’ where claims have been 
made. 

She said: “We regret any instances 
where claims are made against the 
trust, as we are always striving to 
provide safe high quality care. The 
NHS Litigation Authority deal with 
claims on our behalf. 

Authority 

“Some claims can take a number 
of years to be settled. The figures 
quoted represent the amount paid 
out in that year. That will include 
cases from multiple prior years. 

“Because of this year on year com¬ 
parison does not, alone, show any¬ 
thing about the quality of care in the 
Trust today.” 

The figures have been published 
by the NHS Litigation Authority, 
which manages negligence claims 
against the NHS in England. 

Out of the £14.4million paid out 
last year, £3.3m went toward claim¬ 
ant legal costs. 

Meanwhile, the trust spent £1.2m 
on defence costs. 

It left £9.9m for compensation 
paid out to patients, relatives or 
staff. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
NHS Trust also run Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in Birmingham.

SANDWELL fisherman Craig McEvoy is celebrating af¬ 
ter catching this ‘monstrous’ 53 pound carp. 

The 37-year-old caught a series of huge fishes all in the 
space of a few hours at RH Fisheries in Shifnal, Shrop¬ 
shire, before rushing off to attend his uncle’s funeral. 

The Care Manager from Wednesbury said: “I couldn’t 
really sleep during the night, so I went out to the Avenue 
Carp Fishery before dawn and I could see there was a bit 
of activity in the water. 

“It’s usually difficult water there, so I was over the 
moon when I caught the first few fishes. I was due to 
attend my uncle’s funeral later that day and I couldn’t 
believe what was happening, I caught a 35, 32 and 27 
pound carp before the monstrous 53 pound eight ounce 


mirror carp. As soon as I got the bite I knew I’d got 
something special. I had to get in the lake and one of 
the fishery bailiffs got in and helped me too - it took 45 
minutes to pull it out. It was a strange feeling once I got 
it - I didn’t know whether to laugh or cry. It’s so rare 
to get a fish as big as this, especially in the Midlands.” 

Mr McEvoy who turned 37 the day after his personal 
best catch, had just finished witting his first book about 
his fishing experiences and has now had to add an extra 
chapter to include his latest feat. In his book, he recalls 
the first fish he caught when his grandad took him out 
to Sedgley when he was seven. 

And now the award winning angler is setting his sites 
on the UK carp mirror record of 68 pounds. 


Borough’s 
new parking 
charges set 
to come in 

CHANGES to parking charges are 
due to come into force across Sandwell 
on November 1. 

Short-stay charges in council car 
parks in West Bromwich town centre 
will be cut to attract more shoppers 
and support local businesses. 

However long-stay parking - over 
four hours - will be set at £4 a day 
borough-wide. This is the current 
rate in West Bromwich town centre, 
but other long stay car parks are cur¬ 
rently £2 per day. When the changes 
were first announced, Unison mem¬ 
bers protested that hundreds of 
Sandwell Council workers would now 
have to pay £4 a day to park. 

Short-stay parking charges in West 
Bromwich for those staying up to one 
hour will be halved from 80p to 40p, 
and for up to two hours from £1.60 to 
80p. While it currently costs £2.40 to 
stay up to three hours, this will be re¬ 
duced to £1.60, while the £3.20 charge 
for up to four hours will go down to 
£2.40. 

From November 1 the cost of an 
annual season ticket across Sandwell 
will also fall from £390 to £240 per 
year. The new charges will be frozen 
until 2018. 

Councillor Steve Eling, Sandwell 
Council leader, said: “This is great 
news for shoppers and businesses in 
West Bromwich and we hope that 
by reducing parking charges in the 
town, it will give a boost to the local 
economy. As the reduction in charges 
is in time for Christmas, we hope to 
encourage shoppers to visit West Bro¬ 
mwich.” 

Spend a penny 
plan for centre 

CHARGES may be imposed at toilets 
in a West Bromwich Shopping Cen¬ 
tre after a refurbishment, under new 
plans. 

The public facilities in Kings Square 
have been deemed as no longer meet¬ 
ing ‘expected standards’ by the mar¬ 
kets service, with proposed changes 
including a full refurbishment of the 
ladies, gents and disabled toilets, with 
new baby changing facilities installed. 

A nursing facility to allow feeding 
to take place in privacy could also be 
included. Bosses say that the scheme 
‘would be met by the introduction of a 
small charge, which has not yet been 
decided, to use the toilet facilities, but 
there would be no charge for access 
to the disabled toilet’. The toilets are 
currently situated outside of the in¬ 
door market hall upper entrance.

AN overseas property exhibition is 
taking place at Birmingham’s Nation¬ 
al Exhibition Centre from September 
23 to 25. A Place in the Sun will in¬ 
clude seminars and talks from leading 
experts in property, foreign exchange 
and health care. 
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Chiefs hope 
to stick with 
Gum-bay 
trade boost 

AN innovative market involving on¬ 
line traders is coming to West Brom¬ 
wich, featuring on the first Sunday of 
each month. 

Sandwell Council chiefs, who are 
behind the outdoor market, said they 
hope it will provide a shot in the arm 
for town centre trade. 

Online sellers using eBay and 
Gumtree are being encouraged to take 
part in the market. Gum-bay Sunday 
is being launched on October 2 and 
offers a unique ‘collection point’ for 
online traders. Car boot sellers and es¬ 
tablished market traders can also take 
up spots on the High Street Market 
stalls and the specialist trading area 
between Kings and Queens Square 
shopping centres. 

Council leader Steve Eling said: 
“The idea is to create a mix of trad¬ 
ing opportunities which will make the 
most of the High Street market stalls. 

Improve 

“We hope people who sell at car 
boots, established traders and people 
who sell online on sites like eBay and 
Gumtree will take up stalls.” 

Gum-bay Sunday is planned for the 
first Sunday in the month with trad¬ 
ing from 10am to 4pm. 

The authority has made a concerted 
push in recent months to improve its 
market offering.The Gum-bay Sunday 
market has 76 numbered stalls along 
with open pitches, and these can be 
booked and paid for in advance by 
contacting Sandwell Council’s Mar¬ 
kets Service on 0121 553 3074. 

A special introductory price of £5 
per stall and £15.75 per 12ft trading 
space on the specialist trading area 
will be available for the opening day. 

Bosses said remaining pitches will 
be available to casual traders on the 
day - if they wait outside Heron Fro¬ 
zen foods at 9am for an allocated spot. 

£60m library 
at uni opens 

THE new £60 million main library at 
the University of Birmingham opened 
its doors this week. University chiefs 
said the building provides state-of- 
the-art facilities for students, staff 
and researchers - with some facilities 
being open to the public. There are 
62km of shelving including 12km of 
open access books in the new library. 

The building, which sits at the 
heart of the Edgbaston campus, was 
officially handed over by contractors 
Carillion, last Monday, and the first 
visitors will make their way through 
the doors on Monday this week, before 
the start of the new academic year 
next Monday. 

Director of library services Diane 
Job said: “The opening of the library 
is the culmination of a huge amount 
of hard work to make sure our incred¬ 
ible resources are organised in ways 
which allow our students and staff to 
enjoy new ways of working and access 
the considerable materials we hold in 
the most straightforward way.”

The Olympic medallist was the star 
attraction at the shopping centre’s 
activity day which was held to coin¬ 
cide with the launch of Birmingham 
City University’s new sports and life 
sciences degree course. 

Fresh from winning his second sil¬ 
ver medal in Rio, Louis who is also a 
former winner of Strictly Come Danc¬ 
ing, used the university’s state-of-the- 
art equipment to challenge members 


of the public to beat his reaction times 
and cycling power, also testing a pros¬ 
thetic mechanical arm, which moves 
using the power of thought and mus¬ 
cle twitches. 

Engineering 

The course will be available from 
September 2017 and will be the first 
time the university has offered de¬ 
grees and post-graduate qualifications 
in subjects such as sports therapy, 
physiotherapy, nutrition science and 
biomedical engineering. 

The building on Westbourne Road 


will be equipped with a suite of labo¬ 
ratories, ultrasound facilities and spe¬ 
cialist teacher training rooms. 

Professor John Deane, from the 
university, said: “Today marks a 
major step for the university as we 
launch these courses for the first 
time, and we were delighted to be 
joined by such a talented and well re¬ 
nowned star to help us do that. Top 
athletes rely on the support of sports 
and science professionals to make the 
most of their talents and hopefully we 
can start to see some of our graduates 
take up that mantle in the future.” 


Major homes scheme 
in pipeline for land 


NEARLY 100 homes could be built 
on council-owned land in West Bro¬ 
mwich, after plans were recom¬ 
mended for approval. 

Proposals for 36 bungalows and 58 flats 
have been put forward for Oxford Road. 

Planners have urged Sandwell Council’s 
planning committee to give the scheme the 
green light. 

In a report they said it will ‘free up larger 
houses for family accommodation’. 

Councillor Preet Gill, cabinet member for 
public health and protection, welcomed the 
project - which she said was the latest step in 
the regeneration of West Bromwich. 

She said: “I think it’s really positive that 
Sandwell Council is committed to building 
homes. West Bromwich has had really good 
investment in recent years with homes being 
built. It is brilliant that this development will 
have a mix of bungalows and flats because we 
know we need to build more homes for the el¬ 
derly population.” 

According to the planning application, there 
will be 37 one-bed flats and 21 two-beds built 
on the site. A report sets out the proposals: 
“The application refers to a large vacant coun¬ 
cil-owned site located on the northern side of 
Oxford Road, West Bromwich close to the junc¬ 
tion with Hazelbeech Road and Oak Lane. 

“The site forms part of the Edith Street CPO 
that occurred some years ago. The site used to 
consist of Victorian terraced properties... and is 
within a predominantly residential area. 

“This new proposal is for 36 bungalows and 
58 flats and the proposed scheme is designed 
to provide housing opportunities for tenants 
who need, or are likely to need, assistance or 
support at home in the future. 

“The housing would also cater for families 
with a member who requires use of a wheel¬ 
chair and council tenants that need to down¬ 
size, thereby freeing-up larger houses for 
family accommodation. 

“All of the properties would be available for 
rent by Sandwell MBC.” 

Nearly 50 new homes could also be built in 
the centre of West Bromwich under propos¬ 
als to erect a six-storey apartment block on 
a car park. Forty-nine flats would be created 
in Victoria Street, with an underground car 
park for residents included. But concerns have 
been raised about the loss of parking spaces for 
shoppers as a public car park near the junction 
with High Street would be swallowed up.

“We’re a group of artists and 
painters and we often work at 
Haden Hall. We’re trying to en¬ 
courage more people to use it as 
an arts area, and we’re doing a 
number of creative projects with 
Haden Hill.” 

She added: “We were trying to 
think of different projects that 
might work well and we thought 
about a painting by numbers. But 
we’ve seen that done a lot before. 

“Then we thought about a 
paintball by numbers event. As far 
as we know it’s the first time it’s 


been done. We received funding 
from Creative Black Country for 
this and another four projects.” 

It might not attract million 
pound bids like a Banksy or a 
Tracey Emin, but Liz felt the 
canvas was impressive in its own 
unique way. She said: “It’s a bit of 
a creative mish-mash, but people 
really seemed to enjoy it.

‘Vaping’ at heart of 
new health warning 



This is a more and more familiar sight as people have switched to vaping 


Worrying new research has 
cast doubt on the safety 
of electronic cigarettes. 
Report by MARK ANDREWS. 


TEN years ago, electronic ciga¬ 
rettes were practically unheard 
of. Last year it was estimated that 
there were 2.6 million “vapers” in 
Britain alone. 

The sight of people sucking on metal 
pen-shaped objects, emitting clouds of 
sweet-smelling vapour has become a fa¬ 
miliar one as people turn to e-cigs in an 
attempt to give up smoking. 

But now concerns have been raised that vap¬ 
ing could be as bad for the heart as smoking 
cigarettes. Worrying new research has found 
that the use of electronic cigarettes caused 
similar effects to the main heart artery as 
smoking the real thing. 

The research, which was presented at the 
world’s largest cardiology conference, flies in 
the face of advice from Public Health England, 
which last year said vaping is 95 per cent less 
harmful than tobacco. 

Prescribe 

It called for GPs to be able to prescribe 
e-cigarettes on the NHS to help people quit 
smoking. 

Speaking at the European Society for Cardi¬ 
ology congress in Rome, Professor Charalam¬ 
bos Vlachopoulos, from the University of 
Athens Medical School, said experiments were 
carried out on 24 adults with an average age of 
30, examining the immediate effects of e-ciga- 
rettes and smoking. 

They found that the effects from a 30-min¬ 
ute session of vaping - seen as a typical habit 
as e-cigarettes deliver nicotine at a slower rate 
than cigarettes - were similar to those from 
smoking a cigarette for five minutes. 

Prof Vlachopoulos warned that the UK 
had “rushed into” championing vaping as a 
method to help give up smoking, and said he 


would not recommend the use of e-cigarettes. 

The findings come amid growing contro¬ 
versy about the safety of e-cigarettes, with lit¬ 
tle research available on the long term effects 
of vaping. 

Prof Peter Weissberg, medical director at 
the British Heart Foundation, said: “Although 
the study was not designed to show whether 
electronic cigarettes can cause long term dam¬ 
age to our blood vessels, it shows that they 
cannot be assumed to be risk free. 

“Much more research is needed to establish 
the safety of long-term use of these devices.” 

Councillor Richard Overton, Telford & Wre- 
kin Council’s cabinet member for health, says 
that while it is too early to know the long-term 
effects of vaping, it is almost certainly safer 
than smoking tobacco. 

He says: “Quitting smoking is the single 
best thing that anyone can do for their health, 


and we know that the vast majority of people 
who use electronic cigarettes are using them 
to stop smoking. 

“The evidence suggests that electronic ciga¬ 
rettes are very likely to carry a fraction of the 
risk to people’s health of smoking regular cig¬ 
arettes. However, it is impossible for anyone 
to know the long term effects of vaping and we 
certainly cannot say that electronic cigarettes 
are completely risk free especially for anyone 
who is not or has not been a smoker. 

“There is little evidence of harmful effects 
in the short to medium term, and an absence 
of evidence of significant harm to bystand¬ 
ers caused by e-cigarettes,” says the Healthy 
Shropshire website. 

“E-cigs are not harmless, the vapour they 
produce contains some toxins, but studies 
have shown that these are at levels far lower 
than those found in tobacco smoke. 


“On the available evidence, using an e-ciga- 
rette is a great deal safer than smoking. 

“There are unanswered questions on the ef¬ 
fects of longer term use however, and we don’t 
know about any risks to the unborn baby from 
exposure to vapour.” 

The authority adds that while mothers-to-be 
who smoke are advised to use licensed nicotine 
replacement products rather than e-cigs, they 
should not be discouraged from vaping if it 
helps them stop smoking. 

“Emerging evidence suggests some of the 
highest successful quit rates are now seen 
among smokers who use an e-cigarette and 
also receive additional support from their local 
stop smoking services,” the Shrosphire Coun¬ 
cil website adds. 

Research commissioned by Action on Smok¬ 
ing and Health has shown that the total cost 
to society in England of smoking is approxi¬ 
mately £13.9 billion a year. 

This includes the cost to the NHS of treating 
diseases caused by smoking which is about £2 
billion a year. 

Rosanna O’Connor, from Public Health 
England, argues that vaping “carries a frac¬ 
tion of the risk of smoking”. 

Deborah Arnott, chief executive of Ash said 
the Athens study did not prove that e-ciga- 
rettes were as hazardous as smoking. 

Evidence 

Gary Footman, who runs Ecigwizard in Wel¬ 
lington, says he has yet to see any hard evi¬ 
dence that there are any dangers attached to 
vaping, let alone that it was as dangerous as 
smoking tobacco. 

“It’s just a broad statement with no evi¬ 
dence to support it,” he says. 

“Public Health England are saying it is 95 
per cent safer than smoking cigarettes and 
most doctors are telling people who smoke to 
vape as an alternative to smoking, maybe as a 
way of quitting altogether. It is certainly safer 
than smoking.” 

He added that the liquids used in e-ciga- 
rettes contained no carcinogens, unlike ciga¬ 
rettes which contained thousands of chemicals. 

“A lot of my customers say if it wasn’t for 
vaping they would still be smoking,” Mr Foot¬ 
man adds.

VISITORS to the National Sea Life 
Centre are being urged to help safe¬ 
guard native marine life.

AN obese bride-to-be who 
refused to wear a size 24 
wedding dress has dropped 
eight stone after ditching 
toast. 

Jodie Hill, aged 26 from Wednes- 
bury, tipped the scales at more than 
18 stone after scoffing an entire loaf 
every day. 

The full-time mother loved nothing 
more than having a few slices of toast 
after her cereal, in between meals and 
as a side with lasagne or pasta bakes. 

But with her waistline expanding, 
Jodie found herself wearing a dress 
size 24 and as her confidence plum¬ 
meted, she began spending more time 
indoors to avoid the stares and whis¬ 
pers from strangers.

“At a dress size 24 and with doctors 
warning I had pre-diabetes after my 
second pregnancy, I knew I needed

Since starting her weightloss mis¬ 
sion at the end of 2013, Jodie has 
learnt to cook and no longer relies on 
the microwave or toaster for a quick 
fix. She added: “I can still eat bread 
but it has to be brown and the slices 
are much smaller, I would never eat a 
full loaf per day again.

“I would never go back to the person

just over lOst, Jodie is now helping 
others by setting up her own weight- 
loss group. 

She said: “I now work for Slimming 
World and run three sessions per 
week, I know better than anyone how 
it feels being fat and hating your body. 
I’m really enjoying it so far and I hope 
to inspire other women to stick to the 
diet plan as if I can do it, anyone can.”

Sandwell Leisure Trust in partnership with 
the Smile for Joel charity and Victim Support, 
hosted the first ‘Run for Joel’ at Sandwell Val¬ 
ley Country Park - with close on 1,100 people 
taking part.

Cun-wielding raider's 
robbery total now £20k 


‘WHOEVER carried out these 
crimes has no compassion in 
their bones and they need to 
be caught.’ 

That is how a councillor 
summed up the gun-wielding cul¬ 
prit who carried out six robberies 
across the WestMidlands, getting 
away with £20,000. 

The brazen robber struck in Bear¬ 
wood, Oldbury and Dudley, as well as 
three times in Birmingham, between 
November and March. Police have 
now launched a Crimewatch appeal to 
try to track down the crook. 

In the bank robbery in Bearwood, 
the laid-back raider was seen saunter¬ 
ing out of the bank, stopping calmly to 
pick up his umbrella which he left on 
the floor on the way in. 

Shopkeepers near the businesses 
targeted have spoken of feeling ‘un¬ 
comfortable’ since the crimes. 

Condemned 

The robber struck at Lloyds TSB in 
Bearwood Road, Bearwood, on Feb¬ 
ruary 17 at 4pm, One Stop in Buffery 
Road, Dudley, on November 26 last 
year at 8.30pm and Coventry Building 
Society in Hagley Road West, Oldbury, 
on January 21 at 4.10pm. 

Smethwick ward councillor Rich¬ 
ard Marshall condemned the spate of 
crimes and said the criminal needs to 
be locked up. He told the Express & 
Star: “I remember it from the time - 
it’s shocking. 

“Bearwood is quite a small com¬ 
munity, so I would urge anyone who 
knows anything or saw anything to 
come forward. These kind of incidents 
really affect a community and espe¬ 
cially the staff involved. 

“Having a gun waved in your face 
like that must be so frightening - the 
staff end up having to live with those 
experiences for the rest of their lives.”

Marion Sutton, who manages the 
Mind charity shop in Bearwood, said: 
“It was a bit close to home but I sup¬ 
pose that is the thing when you’re 
near the banks. 

“It is uncomfortable to say the least 
but unless you’re aware of what’s hap¬ 
pening at the time you wouldn’t be 


reacting to it.” Raj Singh, who works 
at the Sam’s Convenience Store on 
Buffery Road, said: “You always have 
to think about [risks]. You run that 
risk every day.” 

“But the incidents are few and far 
between. We have been here 30 years, 
you can count them on one hand.”

Funding blow to hit 
Birchley Island plans

A LONG-STANDING choir led a 
church service to remember those 
who fought in the Battle of Britain. 

The City of Wolverhampton Or¬ 
pheus Male Voice Choir, which 
was formed in 1943, sung the Dam 
Busters March and Lest We Forget 
at St John’s in the Square, Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Around 50 people attended the 
service at which the choir presented 
the Royal British Legion with a 
cheque for £1,000 made of money it 
had raised throughout the year.

A MULTI-MILLION pound 
scheme to tackle congestion at 
a notorious roundabout has suf¬ 
fered a major blow after it was 
revealed it was set to miss out 
on vital funding. 

Birchley Island in Oldbury would 
be spilt in two to allow traffic to 
run through the centre of it, under 
long-running plans by Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil to try and solve the ongoing conges¬ 
tion nightmare. 

But the Black Country Local Enterprise 
Partnership (LEP) - a crucial funding 
source for the scheme - is not set to award 
any cash from its Local Growth Fund to¬ 
wards it for at least the next five years. 

Ninder Johal, an LEP board member, 
suggested other schemes may have been 
prioritised over the Oldbury project, par¬ 
ticularly as it has only been a few years 
since major work was carried out to trans¬ 
form the Burnt Tree junction at Dudley. 

Queues 

Council bosses are now set to turn to the 
new West Midlands Combined Authority 
in the hope of keeping the scheme alive. 
Thousands of vehicles pass through the 
key roundabout every day, which brings 
together traffic from the M5, Birming¬ 
ham New Road, Wolverhampton Road and 
Churchbridge and queues regularly build 
up. 

Sandwell Council leader Steve Eling said: 
“As far as I’m concerned we are still pursu¬ 
ing it. I had discussions with the four Black 
Country authorities a couple of weeks ago 
about improving various junctions, not just 
Oldbury. It is a key motorway junction, it 
is the gateway into the Black Country and 
needs to be addressed.” 

A preferred option for the island, known 
as the ‘hamburger’ scheme would see it be 
spilt in two to allow traffic to run through 
the centre of it, was approved by planners 
last year. If and when the work begins, it 
is expected to take two years to complete.

iconic brewery site will 
spring back into use 


IT is 25 years since the his¬ 
toric gates swung shut for 
the last time on Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s oldest brewery but 
memories of a tasty ‘pint of 
Spring’ linger on. 

Springfield Brewery produced 
1,500 barrels of beer a week and 
employed 900 people at the height 
of its production. 

The water needed to supply the 
business came from a natural spring 
under the site - hence the name - 
and helped to give the ale its distinct 
flavour. When it was taken over by 
Mitchell & Butler, discerning drinkers 
claimed they could tell if their pint had 
been brewed in Wolverhampton or at 
the company’s Cape Hill plant. 

Opening in 1874 under the Wil¬ 
liam Butler and Company name, ‘The 
Spring’ grew to be one of the largest 
breweries in the Midlands. 

Butler, a shingler who worked at 
the Thorneycroft Ironworks, began 
by supplying his workmates with his

home-made brew. He founded the 
company in 1840 and ran from a small 
site in John Street, Priestfield village, 
delivering beer to pubs by handcart. 

He moved to Springfield when the 
water supply at Priestfield began to 
run out. As well as the spring, called 
the Cul Well, which fed Smestow 
Brook, there was also a high water 
table, and two nearby railway lines 
and the Birmingham Canal, both of 
which were used for transport. 

Initially it produced 400 barrels of 
beer a week, expanding between 1881 
and 1883 when the iconic brewing 
tower was built and production in¬ 
creased to 1,500 barrels a week. The 
company continued to grow after the 
death of its founder, buying up pubs 
and taking over other breweries. 

In 1960, it was itself bought out 
by Mitchell & Butler. Production of 
Springfield Bitter continued on the 


site until 1991. In the intervening 
quarter of a century, it was initially 
used by M&B as a distribution centre 
but then fell derelict. A major fire in 
2004 destroyed the original brewing 
equipment and many of the buildings. 

Around five years ago brewing 
briefly returned to the site when Wol¬ 
verhampton couple Andy and Michelle 
Brough leased part of it to supply the 
Hogshead in Stafford Street, and Wol¬ 
verhampton Rugby Club at Castlecroft 
with their pale ale and bitter. 

Now in one corner of the site, a 
new building is fast emerging. The 
West Midland Construction Univer¬ 
sity Technical College will be open 
in November. By 2020, hundreds of 
students from three different learning 
institutes will mingle together in this 
shared space on their way to classes 
and workshops. 

The School of Architecture and the 
Built Environment will be based in 
the former brewery itself. Around 50 
per cent of the late Victorian structure 
will be preserved with the other half 
an eye-catching new build.

on world war map with tanks

Bank giant car 
park plan to 
bring in jobs 

A BANKING giant wants to build a 
huge car park in Oldbury in a bid to 
attract a major employer to offices for¬ 
merly used by British Gas. 

It is a move which is hoped could lead 
to the creation of hundreds of jobs. 

Deutsche Bank, which owns the Cen¬ 
trica offices off Wolverhampton Road, 
has approached Sandwell Council about 
the possibility of a land swap. Bosses 
want more space than is currently avail¬ 
able at the Swallowfield One office and 
call centre to try and attract a big name 
to the site. 

Much of the building has been left 
empty after British Gas announced it 
was pulling out of Oldbury, with the 
loss of almost 700 jobs. Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil looks set to agree the deal with the 
global giant. Council leader Steve Eling 
said the swap would be beneficial for 
both parties, as it would allow the coun¬ 
cil get a piece of land off its books. 

A council report compiled ahead of a 
land and asset management committee 
meeting said: “By creating this new car 
park the Centrica building will be more 
attractive to potential lessees.” 

A total of 684 jobs were axed when 
British Gas announced it was closing its 
Oldbury site earlier this year. 

Crews tackle fire 
at factory unit 

FIREFIGHTERS were called to a sin¬ 
gle-storey factory unit in West Brom¬ 
wich after an accidental blaze. At one 
point there were 30 firefighters tackling 
the fire on Tasker Street, which started 
at around 11.30am, last Tuesday. 

West Midlands Fire Service sent five 
fire engines - from Oldbury, West Bro¬ 
mwich, Bilston, Smethwick and Ward 
End. When it was at its height, the blaze 
measured about 25 by 15 metres, a West 
Midlands Fire Service spokesman said. 

The service used two hose-reel jets to 
tackle the fire and then ventilated the 
property once it had been made safe. 
The emergency was over by 1pm.

ONE hundred years ago, 
the face of warfare changed 
forever, putting Oldbury en¬ 
gineering in the world spot¬ 
light. 

On September 15, 1916, at the 
start of the Battle of Flers-Cource- 
lette in France, British armed 
forces unleashed the first tanks 
ever to be used in combat on the 
battlefield. 

Forty-nine Mark 1 tanks were de¬ 
ployed against the Germans, as Brit¬ 
ain and her allies looked to go on the 
offensive and break through enemy 
lines. Whilst these early models had 
limited success, they paved the way 
for the modern variants seen in to¬ 
day’s armies around the world, and 
changed how land battles are fought. 

Completed 

A large portion of the Mark 1 tanks 
were made at the Oldbury-based Met¬ 
ropolitan Carriage, Wagon and Fi¬ 
nance Company, where engineers had 
to work against the clock to get the 
orders completed on time. The tanks 
made here were to be the first ever 
used in combat. 

It would be one year earlier, how¬ 
ever, when the journey of the Mark 
1 began, which was overseen by Win¬ 
ston Churchill. In 1915, the British 
began a project to develop a ‘land 
battleship’ to break the deadlock of 
warfare in the trenches. Churchill, 
who at the time was the First Lord of 


the Admiralty, established the Land- 
ship Committee. Around six months 
later, in the autumn of that year, the 
prototype called ‘Little Willie’ - an 
armoured vehicle with tracks - was 
created at a factory in Lincoln. This 
would develop into the Mark 1 tank. 

The Mark 1 earned several names - 
centipide, mother and Big Willie - but 
it was Britain’s disguise of the project 
that earned the name tank- in a bid 
to throw the Germans off from finding 
out the machine’s true purpose, army 
chiefs pretended that they carried 
water, referring to water tanks. 

It was on February 12, 1916, when 
the Metropolitan Carriage, Wagon and 


Finance Co received the order for first 
75 Mark 1 male tanks (there was also 
a female variant) to be made. Here 
they were also tested. 

The male variants featured heavy 
six-pounder guns and the female mod¬ 
els featured machine guns. 

Britain’s commander of the Brit¬ 
ish Expeditionary Force, General Sir 
Douglas Haig, wanted the tanks to be 
ready for the start of the Battle of the 
Somme, in France, on July 1, 1916, 
but his wishes was met with vast 
opposition. This was largely down to 
manufacturers not being able to meet 
the deadlines so quickly. The produc¬ 
tion of the Mark Is was split between 


the Oldbury works and the factory 
in Lincoln, William Foster and Com¬ 
pany, due to the high demands and 
time constraints. 

By August 1916, the first batch of 
Mark Is were delivered to troops in 
France. Stuart Wheeler, archive man¬ 
ager at the Tank Museum in Boving- 
ton, Dorset, said: “Arriving in France 
in August 1916, C and D Companies, 
Heavy Section Machine Gun Corps, 
would deploy 49 tanks at the Battle 
of Flers-Courcelette, 15th September 
1916. This meant that over half of the 
Mark I tanks, which saw action in the 
first ever tank battle in history, were 
built at Oldbury.” 


However, at the battle, it was re¬ 
ported not all the tanks were success¬ 
ful in operation. 

Only 32 of the ordered tanks were 
said to have reached the designated 
starting positions on the battlefield. 
And after seven failed to start, only 25 
of the vehicles were able to move for¬ 
ward with the attack, with only nine 
reaching the German lines. Many 
were reported to have broken down 
or become immobilised. 

The Mark I’s continued be ordered 
from the Oldbury works, located near 
Bromford Lane, for some time. In 
total the factory would turn out more 
than 100 models.

New series hopes to 
make a good impression 



W hat do an Eastern European 
internet bride, a self- 
obsessed glamour model 
trying to rid herself of cellulite, a 
teenage ‘special needs’ boy who 
interviews celebrities and Pippa 
Middleton all have in common? 

They are just some of the roles that 
hugely talented Morgana Robinson 
has played since her small screen 
debut nine years ago. 

And with that kind of versatility it will 
come as no surprise that the 34-year- 
old Australian-born comic has ended 
up plying her trade in the world of 
celebrity impressions. 

“I’m not very good at being me,” she 
told The Daily Telegraph just before 
her appearance on The Great Sport 
Relief Bake Off earlier this year. 

“I like to hide behind a character, in 
a wig or something, and be judged 
like that instead of as myself.” 

“I’ve always been a clown - I love 
being stupid. 

“You can relate to them 
[impressions] immediately, you don’t 
have to invest any time in the 
character, and when someone 


highlights something about someone 
that you didn’t see, it’s a bit of a 
revelation.” 

Morgan got her showbiz break back 
in 2007 playing the aforementioned 
internet bride in BBC comedy The 
Green Green Grass. 

She then starred in the TV pilot 
Eight Steps to Enlightenment and a 
Nervous Breakdown, an improvised 
mockumentary. Then in 2009 she 
appeared in another hit BBC comedy 
My Family, before starring in a running 
sketch segment (Gilbert’s Special 
Report) in The TNT Show. 

In 2010, Channel 4 commissioned 
The Morgana Show, before another 
sketch show Very Important People 
also starring Terry Mynott, in which 
she impersonated a variety of 
celebrities, including Frankie Boyle, 
Danny Dyer, Amy Childs and Adele. 

Her performance earned her the 
Best Comedy Breakthrough Artist 
award at the 2012 British Comedy 
Awards. 

Earlier this year, Robinson starred 
as the Duchess of Cambridge in The 
Windsors, a comedy parody of the 


royal family, and tonight, Morgana 
Robinson’s The Agency begins. 

It is a brand-new seven-part series 
in which she plays the entire celebrity 
roster of leading talent agent Vincent 
Mann (of Mann Management), with 
Linda Hargreaves playing off 
Robinson in various roles. 

In a groundbreaking move, Vincent 
has allowed a documentary crew into 
his agency, and given them access to 
the likes of Miranda Hart, Natalie 
Cassidy, Russell Brand, Joanna 
Lumley, Gregg Wallace, Mel and Sue, 
Danny Dyer and Adele. 

In this first episode we are 
introduced to Vincent as he deals with 
Miranda Hart’s burning desire to be 
taken more seriously as an actor and 
Danny Dyer’s diversification into 
children’s literature. 

Morgana’s characters have come in 
for a bit of criticism in the past. 
However, the comic strenuously 
defends all her creations, and doesn’t 
have any such concerns about poking 
fun at celebrities in this new show. 

“I don’t think my impressions are 
nasty, they’re celebratory,” she insists.

Full steam ahead to Finn-ish on 
a high in my peaceful tree tent 


FOR a population so adeptly con¬ 
ditioned to cold weather, Finns 
are surprisingly good at taking 
the heat. 

Tossing a large ladle of water over 
hot coals, a glistening, tattooed Nor¬ 
dic grins gleefully as our dark, char¬ 
coal-stained smoke sauna transforms 
into an angry furnace. 

As steam singes my nostrils and beads of 
sweat form rivulets in every fleshy fold, I 
bolt for the door and wonder if Brit basting 
is all part of the entertainment. 

There are 3.3 milli on saunas in Finland, 
more than one for every other person, but 
the majority are private. Helsinki’s new 
Loyly (a term used to describe the steam 
that rises when you throw water on the 
sauna’s rocks) represents a return to pub¬ 
lic, social spaces.

The wooden, steep-sloped structure, with 
a seaside bar terrace and open-air rooftop 
lounge, is also part of Helsinki’s drive to 
embrace outdoor spaces and bask in the 
long, warm days of short but sweet sum¬ 
mers. 

Elsewhere, a car park has been trans¬ 
formed into a pool complex and a new law 
has been passed allowing businesses to turn 
parking spaces outside buildings into tem¬ 
porary summer terraces. Subsequently, an 
apparently quiet capital is now outwardly 
effervescing with life. Thankfully, I prevent 
my own blood bubbling so vigorously by 
retreating to Loyly’s second, more sedate 
sauna, where horizontal pine slats act like 
Venetian blinds, revealing near naked bod¬ 
ies descending into the sea. 

Closer to town, next to the port and fried 


fish stalls of Market Square, the Helsinki 
Allas Pool is due to fully open later this 
month. Local residents and tourists are al¬ 
ready making use of the dockside terrace, 
where filtered salt and fresh water swim¬ 
ming pools will be suspended in the harbour 
next to segregated saunas. 

Paddling 

The idea for the complex has been partly 
financed by crowdfunding. Although pad¬ 
dling in the shadow of cruise liners is 
off-putting, the central location will no 
doubt prove popular, and owners plan to 
have a reserve of rentable swimwear for 
spontaneous sauna goers. Along with cruise 
ships, sightseeing ferries servicing Helsin¬ 
ki’s archipelago also leave from the port. 

Newly opened to the public this year 
is Vallisaari island, a 20-minute journey 
away. Once occupied by Russia and later 


used as a military base, it’s now a nature 
refuge.Strict regulations govern Vallisaari, 
which is off limits from 10pm to 6am, al¬ 
though there is talk of opening a Tentsile 
hotel on the island next year. 

The gravity defying, British-made Tent¬ 
sile Tree Tents, which appear to levitate 
above ground and are suspended between 
three trees, have developed a cult following 
in Finland, and adventure tour companies 
currently use them in nearby Nuuksio Na¬ 
tional Park. 

According to the traditional Finnish legal 
concept of Everyman’s Right, the public 
have the right to roam freely through wil¬ 
derness areas. Using thick pads to protect 
the trees, Miki sets up our tents next to the 
bathwater-warm Lake Kolmoislampi. By 
nurturing nature on their doorstep, Helsin¬ 
ki’s city dwellers have struck upon a truly 
fine way to live.

EVER heard of the Renault Talisman? Thought 
not; you’re only likely to see one if you ven¬ 
ture across the Channel or, perhaps cruise 
past the French embassy in London. 

For the Talisman, successor to the old Laguna, is not sold 
here. Too big for Britain, you see, where our larger cars need 
posher badges to sell. But the Talisman plays an important 
part in a car very much on sale here, and crucial to the con¬ 
tinuing better fortunes of Renault in the UK. 

Say hello to the new Renault Megane, a core vehicle in the 
French car maker’s sales ledger on our side of the Channel 
and now presented in its fourth generation for our delight. 

Bolder looking (much, and elegantly stylish too), the new 
Megane is longer and lower than before but, thankfully for 
our crowded streets, precisely the same modest width as 
before. The wheels, with up to a sporty 18ins alloy rim avail¬ 
able, are set further apart front and rear and across the body 
too, again helping the newcomer look energetically athletic. 

Night and day, you are helped to notice the new Megane 
with rows of permanently lit LEDs at front and rear, which the 
designers say helps make the car look wider (they always 
like that). They will also like an interior that cuts down on 
buttons to the extent that just about any adjustments outside 
cabin temperature are handled by taps on a touchscreen 
whose generous size dominates the centre of the dash and 
adds an expensive feel; not quite in Tesla territory but the 
Megane inhabits a much more affordable part of the market. 

Prices start at £16,600 and top out at £25,500 (for the 
moment) for a range that takes in four engines; a couple 
of diesels with 110 or 130 horsepower and a pair of petrol 
models, offering 130hp or - in the current range topper - a 
205 horsepower GT with auto gears and a bit of attitude. 

Later this year a Sport Tourer estate joins the five-door 
hatch and 2017 sees a low emissions hybrid diesel/electric 
version and a pure diesel with two turbos and a healthy 165 
horsepower. 

Platform 

Helping the new Megane feel grown up are front seats 
from the car mentioned at the top of this story - the car 
you’ve never heard of. In fact the Talisman donates much 
more than that to the common cause, including its engines 
and other oily bit you don’t see. 

Most important of all is the platform the car is built on. 
Again invisible to car buyers, this complicated piece of 
pressed, folded and welded metal costs billions to develop 
and sharing its start up investment makes everything more 
affordable. You will find it under most current and forthcom¬ 
ing Renault cars and lots of Nissans too, thanks to the ‘stra¬ 
tegic partnership’ between the two giant automakers. 

Bits that you can see that cost sharing has made more 
affordable are electronic features like a control centre letting 
you access everything from navigation (a TomTom system 
that is notably clear and easy to use) to phone, apps and 
radio. 

Posher Meganes have a bigger touchscreen that mimics 
a smartphone or tablet with pinch and zoom movements, 
although these are best managed on smoother roads. 

Depending on precise model you can use what Renault 
calls Multi-Sense technology to change, among other 
things, engine throttle response, steering weight, engine 
sound... even the hue of the interior lighting, perhaps opting 
for sporty red, eco green or comfort blue. 

The new Megane has already taken a top marks five star 
safety rating in the official Euro test and Renault offers a full 
suite of driver assists from adaptive cruise control, through 
lane departure warning to overspeed prevention that reads 
traffic signs via a camera and slows you down to the legal 
limit. You can switch this and many other systems off if 
you’re not in the mood. 

First out driven was the £20,400 Dynamique S Nav dCi 
110 diesel made a good initial impression, with much im¬ 
proved cabin quality over the old model and a cleanly min¬ 
imal feel to everything. Pulled well, too, and went quietly 
about the business of moving you about. 

It was a quiet place to spend a couple of hours, though, 
and a trip computer showing 53.5mpg at journey’s end 
promised an economical time for a longer term owner. 

Jumping into the reigning flagship, a £25,500 GT Nav 205 
EDC and tackling some demanding moorland roads (when 
the dozy sheep retreated far enough) produced more smiles 
than before, even if 27.3mpg was less cheering. 

Much more supportive front seats, a generally well be¬ 
haved automatic dual-clutch six-speed gearbox and healthy 
dose of power turned the fun dial from four to eight - Renault 
will surely produce a turn-to-eleven version in due course. 

The petrol engine stayed quiet and well mannered and 
the ride stayed the right side of too firm, with crisp steering 
- aided by the rear tyres doing some of the turning via a 
four-wheel steering system that felt over-eager to start with - 
making this fastest new Megane (so far) a fine introduction 
to the fresh faced range.

Commercial feature 


Slide into the seat of and Adam and there’s 
a very different feel from that provided by a 
Corsa - or any other conventional supermini 
come to that. 

The commanding driving position, the big chunky 
wheel, the wide, low glass area. It all makes you ea¬ 
ger to tackle the urban jungle, with the promise of 
secondary road sportiness beyond. Not too much 
mind. 

Though there’s a 150PS 1.4-litre petrol turbo¬ 
charged powerplant in the top shopping rocket ‘S’ 
model at the top of the range, most Adam variants 
must use humbler engines. Of these, the pick of the 
bunch is the 115PS I.Oi Direct Injection petrol turbo 
unit that’s well worth paying a premium for. This was 
first introduced on the convertible ‘Rocks Air’ bod- 
ystyle and has since been extended out across the 
range. 

If you can’t stretch to this unit, then you’ll have to 
restrict your search to one of Vauxhall’s older ptrol 
engines - curiously, there’s no diesel option. These 
petrol choices include the 70PS 1.2i and a 1.4i unit 
with either 87 or 100PS options. 

To be honest, the entry-level 70PS 1.2-litre 16v en¬ 
gine does struggle a little with the task of pushing 
nearly 1.1-tonnes of Adam up the road with any real 
zip, sixty two mph from rest occupying nearly 15s on 
the way to a top speed only just overl OOmph. 

Better by far to find only a little more for one of the 
1.4s. The 87PS unit manages 62mph in a far more ac¬ 
ceptable 12.5s on the way to 109mph. And the 10OPS 
engine improves things further to 11.5s and 115mph. 

Though Vauxhall offers an unusual ‘Rocks Air’ con- 
vertibe version of this car, most buyers will be looking 
at the single three-door hatch bodystyle. 

At under 3.7m in length, this Adam is actually short¬ 
er than many citycars. 

But there’s more to it than that. The tall height and 
the considerable width positions it visually as a big¬ 
ger car than it actually is. 

Choice 

As a buyer you’ll have used the enormous trim 
choice range to complete a decor finish that’s either 
restrained, wilfully extrovert or more likely, as in this 
case, a feel that’s somewhere between the two. Most 
models offer a dash dominated by the optional 7-inch 
LCD colour Intellilink infotainment system, one of the 
first to be able to communicate with both Apple and 
Android devices and applications and operable either 
via the touchscreen itself or through steering wheel 
switchgear. 

Out back, a prod on the rear Griffin badge reveals a 
170-litre boot that lies size-wise somewhere between 
slightly smaller shape of a MINI and the slightly larger 
one of a Fiat 500. 

The Adam value proposition is based on a pretty 
simple trade of size against style. The idea is that, 
just as with a MINI or a Fiat 500, you should get a 
citycar-sized runabout (think tiny Ford Ka or Volkswa¬ 
gen up!) for the cost of something supermini-shaped 
(think Corsa or Fiesta), with compensation provided 
by a super-sized helping of style and desirability. 

Prices start at around £12,000 for the base 1.2i 16v 
petrol version, but we’d find the extra few hundred for 
one of the two petrol 1.4s that are notably less feeble. 
Or even better, we’d stretch to the £2,000 premium 
required over the 1.2 to get our selves the pokier, yet 
more economic 1.0i petrol turbo engine. 

Is it equally important to go large when it comes 
to trim levels? When it comes to that, I’m not quite 
so sure. 

There are three main ones. From baseline ‘JAM’ 
(supposed to be what Vauxhall calls ‘fashionable’), 
you can pay just under £1,500 more to go ‘GLAM’ 
(for a trim package that’s apparently more ‘elegant’) 
or pay a further £500 on top of that for the top, sup¬ 
posedly ‘sportier’ - ‘SLAM’. 

If you want the unusual ‘Rocks Air’ convertible ver¬ 
sion, you’ll need to think in erms of a budget starting 
from around £15,000.

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Batteries 
get more 
power in 
BMW i3

At first glance, it’s just another i3, and if you 
look at the oily bits underneath you’d still 
be hard-pushed to spot the difference, but 
this i3 has a secret that’s quite literally been 
tucked away under the carpet. 

As ever, there’s a bank of batteries in the car’s floor, but 
the 94Ah suffix denotes the amount of power those batter¬ 
ies can store. Whereas the standard i3 only holds 60Ah, the 
94Ah model holds half that much again, and that means 
the range has increased by 50 per cent to 195 miles. If you 
go for the version with the petrol-powered range extender, 
though, BMW says you’ll be looking at squeezing 276 miles 
from a single charge. 

But despite the extra range, the new battery fits in exactly 
the same box as its predecessor, so there’s no visible differ¬ 
ence. In fact, BMW will even let you swap out an old 60Ah 
battery and replace it with a 94Ah one. It’s a quick job - 
BMW say it’s around an hour and a half’s work - but it is 
costly. Including tax, the German company estimates it’ll set 
you back around 9,000 Euros (about £7,600). 

The i3’s looks have always been divisive, but even its big¬ 
gest critics wouldn’t hesitate to call it striking. Even though it 
makes very little in the way of noise, it’s a car people will still 
turn around to look at. 

Inside, it continues the left-field look, but it’s strong on its 
environmental credentials. The plastics on the dashboard 
and door cards, for example, are made from plant fibres, 
and there’s any number of recycled bits and bobs lurking in 
other areas. Whether they love it or hate it, whoever comes 
along for a ride will certainly have an opinion. 

For all the i3’s technology, it isn’t actually that practical 
a car. Although it’s tall - it’s actually about the size of a 
high-riding Ford Fiesta - the boot measures just 260 litres, 
so it’s less than you’ll find in the back of a VW Polo. 

There’s plenty of headroom in the rear, though, and even 
if the legroom is a little limited, access is made simple by 
the so-called ‘suicide’ rear doors. They can only be opened 
after the front doors, and they open the other way, meaning 
there’s no B-pillar to obstruct you as you try to get in or out. 

Range 

With the extra power capacity, the 94Ah i3 certainly offers 
an extended range. The quoted 195-mile striking distance 
is probably a tad ambitious, especially if your right foot be¬ 
comes leaden or you try keeping up with traffic on a motor¬ 
way, but you shouldn’t have too much trouble getting 140 or 
perhaps 150 miles from it. 

If you do get the urge to bury your right foot in the bulk¬ 
head, though, you’ll find there’s no improvement in perfor¬ 
mance, but then the i3 never has been a slouch. The sprint 
from 0-62mph takes 7.3 seconds - much the same as a 
Mazda MX-5 - and the buckets of torque produced by the 
electric motor make it feel even faster. 

Through the corners, its height and front-wheel drive 
layout make it roll and understeer if you get a bit too en¬ 
thusiastic, but the trade-off is ride quality. It’s a comfortable 
machine, with suspension that’s firm without being jarring, 
and soft seats that offer more support than you’d expect just 
from looking at them. 

Prices start from £27,830, including the government’s 
£4,500 grant, but if you can’t get the money out of Ms May 
- for whatever reason - you’ll be looking at a bill for about 
£32,000. Opt for the range extender, and that will rise to 
more than £35,000. Whichever way you cut it, that’s a lot 
of money. 

But considering that the i3’s closest rival, the top-of-the- 
range Nissan LEAF, is only a couple of thousand pounds 
more expensive, but is far less of a premium product and 
has a shorter range, it looks like relatively good value. 

The i3 is a great second car for anyone who regularly 
drives into the city centre, but even with the extra range, it’s 
of limited use as a tourer. Still, if you want a nippy, environ¬ 
mentally friendly hatchback to complement your main set of 
wheels, but don’t want to sacrifice the premium feel, BMW 
has built the car for you.

For hundreds of thousands of people across 
the UK, towing a caravan or motorhome be¬ 
hind your car is a common occurrence. 

Likewise, those living near the sea may find them¬ 
selves hitching up a boat more frequently during 
the summer months, to make the most of the good 
weather. 

However, which is the best car for towing? 

We’ve taken a look at the current crop of load-luggers and 
come up with five of the best. 

• Land Rover Discovery 

Although getting a little long in the tooth now, the Discov¬ 
ery is still one of the towing kings. 

First and foremost, it can tow an impressive 3,500kg. 
Also, with optional Trailer Stability Assist, it’s the perfect car 
for reliable and steady towing. 

Though soon to be replaced, the Discovery is still a 
good-looking car. Some interior touches are a little old hat, 
and its economy isn’t up to the standard of rivals. However, 
the Discovery can seat seven in comfort, while also offering 
impressive off-road capabilities. 

If you’re looking for a car that can do anything and go 
anywhere, you’d be hard-pressed to do better than the Dis¬ 
covery. 

Reaching the end of its lifetime, you’ll probably get a 
good deal on one, too. 

• Volvo XC90 

The Volvo XC90 one of the latest cars in the Swedish 
carmaker’s line-up, and as such features all manner of cut¬ 
ting-edge technology. 

Not only this, but it’s a capable towing car - able to trailer 
2,700kg behind it. It’s also got an impressive 1,868-litre car¬ 
go capacity, meaning there’s plenty of room inside for the 
odds and ends that come with longer trips. 

Similar to the Discovery, the XC90 can seat seven people 
while keeping them all supremely safe. It was awarded five 
stars in the 2015 Euro NCAP safety tests, and was the first 
car to ever score full points in the Euro NCAP Autonomous 
Emergency Braking Car to Car rear-end tests. 

The XC90 keys into Volvo’s commitment to make sure 
that no one is seriously injured or killed in one of its cars by 
the year 2020. 

• Skoda Superb 

Going up against two premium seven-seaters was never 
going to be easy, but thankfully the Skoda Superb is just the 
car to take on the challenge. 

Despite being a standard saloon car, the Superb is able to 
tow 1,800kg - more than enough for a normal-size caravan. 
The 168bhp diesel version is the best choice to go for, as it 
offers enough power to keep up with regular traffic, as well 
as making joining motorways safer. 

The benefit of using the Superb as a towing car is that 
when uncoupled, it’s a comfortable and efficient car. It’ll re¬ 
turn around 60mpg combined, though this is likely to fall by 
at least half when towing - but this is still quite an acceptable 
figure. 

• Ford Mondeo 

In a similar vein to the Superb, the Mondeo is excellent 
as both a towing car and as a standard day-to-day vehicle. 

It also has the same towing weight of the Superb, sitting 
at a comfortable 1,800kg. 

However, the Mondeo offers a slightly more sporting drive 
than the Superb, owing to its more dynamic suspension set¬ 
up. 

The Ford is also well-known to be one of the best handling 
cars in its class, offering an involving drive at a competitive 
price. It’s got a solid and robust interior too, meaning it’ll 
take just about everything you can throw at it. 

• Volkswagen Amarok 

It’s the first pickup truck on this list, and it’s one of the best 
out there. The Amarok offers a car-like driving experience, 
but with all the benefits that come with a pickup. 

With a new 3.0-litre turbocharged diesel under the bon¬ 
net, the Amarok isn’t wanting for power. 

Because of the large engine, it has an impressive towing 
capability of 3,000kg. If you pick the 4Motion automatic car, 
it’ll happily pull along an incredible 3.5 tonnes. 

The Amarok is also a car with a good amount of safe¬ 
ty technology on board. As standard ESP is fitted, as is an 
electronic differential lock. Also included is Post Collision 
System, which is there to limit the amount of damage that 
could be caused by secondary impacts following the first 
crash. 

Although you won’t find the Amarok’s economy to be as 
good as the others on the list, it’s still a viable option given 
its large load bay and surprisingly roomy double-cab layout.

FOUR decades and a number of different 
homes later, TP Riley-Norton Badminton 
Club is still going strong.

Started 

“It’s all over the country, but I think we’re the only 
club with five teams in the South Staffordshire Bad¬ 
minton League. 

“We have three mixed teams. All three mixed teams 
were in Division One last season and that’s the first 
time a club has had that many in the history of the 
league. 

“We have a men’s team who did well but finished 
second to Aston Villa, who are largely made up of 
Warwickshire county players. 

“The ladies finished second in their league but 
there were only three teams, so everybody played 
each other four times. 

“Next season, we are not sure whether there will 
be a ladies’ league but they will still be able to play 
in the mixed league and the men’s league as well if 
they wish.”

Going back to the late 70s, the club started out as 
Furzebank Badminton Club as it was based at Fur- 
zebank Community School, now called Willenhall 
E-ACT Academy. 

To begin with, they had just one team in Division 
Seven of the South Staffordshire Badminton League 
but over time that number grew to 11, competing in 
both the SSBL and Stafford & District League, with 
some members also playing for other sides in the Cra- 
dley and Worcestershire leagues. 

On September 12,1990, the club moved to TP Riley 
Community School in Bloxwich and hence changed its 
name to TP Riley Badminton Club. 

After 14 fruitful years there, the club had to move 
again due to the school becoming Walsall Academy 
and set up temporarily at a host of venues including 
Bloxwich Leisure Centre. 

Ten years ago, they settled at Erasmus Darwin and 
in 2008 merged with Norton Canes Badminton Club 
to become TP Riley-Norton. 

Some of Norton’s longest-serving members such 
as Sue Benton, Paul Burton, Andy Reaney, Matt 
Brookes and Jonathan Hassall are still playing, with 
other members competing in the County and County 


Veterans leagues. While many have stayed loyal to 
the club, there has been a lot of effort to get more 
youngsters through the ranks but with limited suc¬ 
cess. 

“We have tried on quite a few occasions over the 
years to promote junior badminton,” said Finch. 

“We have done it time and time again but it never 
seems to generate the sorts of numbers you would 
think. 

“What surprises people, though, is that the stand¬ 
ard is very high. We get people aged around 25 to 
30 enquiring all of the time and we’ll ask ‘have you 
played before?’ 

“They will be like ‘I have played with my mates’ 
then they come along and realise the standard we 
have here. 

“We have got a few young guys who have been here 
for several months now and they’re coming on well 
and pushing towards being in the men’s team. 

Enjoy 

“We’d like more youngsters to come along through 
the summer. At our place we have four courts and 
through the summer there’s usually a couple free, so 
we’d like them to come down and give it a try.” 

Competing in the SSBL with TP Riley-Norton 
are Cannock, Wolverhampton-based sides Tiki and 
Novus, and Three Spires from Lichfield. 

Finch insists the members enjoy it as much as ever 
and there are plans in place to ensure the club keeps 
moving forward. 

“All the club members are friends, we are mates, 
we love our badminton and then going for a drink 
together afterwards,” he added. 

“I’m still playing, and I’m 69, but I can’t say I will 
personally be playing much longer. 

“We all love the sport, that’s why we are here still. 
There’s a magical feeling you get when you’re play¬ 
ing.”
